Great Failure 


Those newspapers which stir 
their communities to debate by 
presenting them with the whole 
story have served that community 
well. One of the great failures, to 
my way of thinking, in the great 
national issues of race and civil 
rights, has been that too many 
newspapers have earnestly, often 
in inflammatory manner, pre- 
sented only what they have 
ehosen to call ‘the Southern view- 
point,”’ to the great disservice of 
the South and its generations to 
come. 


There are thousands of persons, 
for example, who are persuaded, 
because their media of informa- 
tion have not given them the full 
story, that the nation is turning 
toward the extreme Southern view- 
point. Demagogic men, most of 
them knowing bettér, have re- 
peatedly said, ‘“‘We are winning 
the fight.’’ In those areas where 
the people have been provided 
with ‘‘information, discussion and 
debate,”’ they know better. 


They will not be surprised at 
the civil rights legislation which 
will come before the next Congress 
and will be enacted into law. They 
know, for example, that it is not 
at all a question of whether Sen- 
ate Rule 22, permitting unlimited 
debate, will be modified. They 
know it will be. The question is 
how much. It has always seemed 
to me that newspaper readers 
should demand of their papers 
that they challenge them to. think, 
to discuss and debate: The news- 
paper which tries to restrict it- 
self to publishing only what its 
readers wishmto hear can hardly 
be said to be doing its duty.

his beard were a trademark of 
Cuban insurgency long before be- 


coming the symbol of victory over 
the Batista regime Thursday. 


Castro was a redoubtable foe 
less because of his rifles than be- 
cause of his ability to capture the 
imagination of thousands of men 
and women who never knew him 
personally. And his appeal lay in 
his personality, not in his pro- 
gram. The Fidelista, intent on get- 
ting rid of the Batista govern- 
ment, were content to leave their 
plans for Cuba’s future nebulous. 


The governmeént’s claims that 
Castro was a Communist were not 
substantiated. It is likely that 
they merely echoed the standard 
tactic of a Latin American re- 
tactic of a Latin-American re- 
in a bad light, particularly in the 
United States. 


POLITICAL FACTIONS 


Castro’s relations with the var- 
jous political factions who agreed 
in hating Batista while squabbling 
bitterly among themselves have 
never been wholly clarified. Ef- 
forts to obtain unity among the 
opposition groups collapsed in De- 
cember, 1957, when Castro angrily 
repudiated his own representative 
in Miami, who had signed a pact 
with former President Carlos Prio 
Socarras. 


Last April Castro opened ‘‘total 
war’ on the Batista government, 
promising progressive revolution- 
ary action until the tough, resil- 
ient president—who ousted Prio 
Socarras in 1952—was unseated. 
This goal was reached Thursday. 


Castro relied for his success 
on wholly disparate forces—the 
guerrillas of the Sierra Maestra, 
which became his fortress, and 
the Fidelistas of the cities— 
mostly students, professional 
people, idealists and some ele- 
ments of labor and of the army 
who appeared willing to risk their 
lives on Castro’s side in a show- 
down. 


WIDE SUPPORT 


Without, such widespread sup- 
port and complicity, Castro's 
actual armed forces probably 
could never have fought their 
way out of the mountains, against 
a ring of regular troops and 
armor. Castro was careful to 
avoid a major breakout before 
the time was ripe. 


At the same time, he skillfully 
dramatized his position as an 
uncapturable foe of the regime. 
And this position was strength- 
ened by the loyalty to his cause 
of the general population around 
Santiago. It was further strength- 
ened by the brutality of the regu- 
lar army and the police in their 
attempts to combat the spread 
of disaffection. 


Last spring, following the failure 
of a_ rebel-sponsored general 
strike, the Cuban government 
launched a “‘final’’-drive to crush 
the rebellion. It was unsuccessful. 
The government forces in Oriente 
found they could not extend their 
control beyond the towns. 


The rebels illustrated the gov- 
ernment’s impotence in a way 
that aroused American opinion 
against their cause. They carried 
out a widespread campaign of 
kidnaping Americans. 


YOUNGER BROTHER 


It was,. apparently, Raul Cas- 
tro, Fidel’s younger brother, who 
thought up and carried out this 


strange scheme. It was reported 


that Fidel neither knew nor ap- 
proved of what Raul was doing. 
In any event, the hostages were 
released. They said afterwards 
that they had been treated with 
courtesy. 


Castro was unknown to the 
outside world when, on July 26, 
1953, a little more than a year 
after Batista’s return, he led a 
vain rebellion against the Mon- 
cada barracks in Santiago.

LOS ALAMOS, N.M., (®—Doctors Thursday started an au- 
topsy on a laboratory technician, killed by radiation, in an effort 
to find clues which might help any new victim. 


Cecil W. Kelley, 38, died at 3:15 a.m. from the effects of a 
massive overdose of radiation Tuesday while he was preparing 
part of a plutonium extraction process. 


Kelley told before he died that all he knew of the mishap was 
a blue flash which blinded him as he started the stir operation 
in a 225-gallon steel tank. 


There were no witnesses and no explosions. 


A doctor said, ‘‘For severe radiation injury of this sort there 
is no specific treatment.”’ 


Kelley, a veteran of Far Eastern campaigns in World War 
II, left a widow and two children, Kevin, 1; and Linda, 8, among 
his survivors ’ 
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Dramatic Changes 
Continue in State 


Georgia now has, according to the 
1959 Industrial Survey by the Georgia 
State Chamber of Commerce, 31 cities 
with more than 10,000 population. This 


represents incorporated areas, not the 
metropolitan or suburban. 
The study shows what. has been 


taking place and what will continue to 
take place in our state and the others 
about us. The process of change will be 
the more ‘marked in states which have 
been predominantly rural. 

Georgia’s population in 1950 was 3,- 
444.578. an increase of 10.3 per cent over 
that of 1940. The estimate of 1959 popu- 
lation is 3,934,000, an increase of 14.2 
per cerit over 1950. 

This is background to the real drama 
of change. 

In 1940 the percentage of rural pop- 
ulation in Georgia~was 65.6 per cent. In 
1950 it was 54.7 per cent. In 1959 it is 
set at 56.6 per cent. A gain? Not at all. 
The’ population figures for urban popula- 
tion are restricted to incorporated cities. 
Any persons living in an unincorporated 
area are considered “rural.” This means 
that thousands in the suburbs of Atlanta, 
Augusta, Savannah, Macon and other un- 
incorporated areas are counted as rural. 
They are not. Every city of whatever size 
ié surrounded with suburbs which can- 
not be distinguished from city.

The facts indicate that Georgia in 
1959 has almost as many persons inside 
city limits as out and if the unincorpo- 
rated areas are included, more people 
live in city areas than out. The true farm 
population has dropped every year. 

Perhaps a third of the cities now ovocr 
10,000 in population have grown to that 
size in the past nine years. The state has 
57 cities with more than 5,000 popula- 
tion. 

We trust the State Legislature will 
take note of this and of the meeting of 
the municipal officers of the state soon 
to be held in Atlanta. We can no longer 
afford this “city vs. the country” climate 
which some legislators annually foster. 

The plain truth is that problems of 
Dawson, Quitman, Perry, Douglas, Hape- 
ville, Cordele, Tifton and others over 
5.000 are the same as those of Savannah, 
Columbus and Atlanta with populations 
over 100,000 and equally similar to 
those of Augusta, Macon, Albany end Val- 
dosta, which are moving toward that 
figure. (Just Wednesday Columbus an- 
nexed 60,000 people and now rivals Sa- 
vannah as the second largest city.) 

Industrialization is going to increase 
the size of our cities. The future of tax- 
ation lies with them. The state must some- 
how find the vision and the will to face 
this fact and to guide itself accordingly. 
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Cobalt Goes to Work 
For Emory Laboratory 


Two tiny pellets of cobalt have ar- 
rived at Emory University. They were 
enclosed in three tons of lead and were 
treated with great -respect. Professors 
who know what radioactive cobalt will 
do worked with the pellets from behind 
a thick concrete wall. They used mirrors 
and magnets to transfer the exciting, 
lethal pellets to steel containers. 

The cobalt comes from Oak Ridgé. 
It will be used at Emory. University in 
experiments looking into the long-range 
effects of atomic radiation. Cobalt, a 
familiar metal long used in ‘alloy steels, 
has been found to .acquire fantastically 
high radioactivity when subjected to 
neutron bombardment. This capacity to 
become highly radioactive makes it par- 
ticularly valuable in research. The Ca- 
nadians were first to exploit this possi- 
“bility in using a cobalt “pellet” as a 
treatment for cancer. An ounce of radio- 


active cobalt can be produced for about - 


$17,000. It gives off the same amount 
of radiation as 50 million dollars’ worth 


of radium?’ : 
-Arrival of these cobalt pellets is but 


another step in the process of creating 


at Emory one of the nation’s great med- 
ical and research centers. -Considerable 


progress already has been made and much

Premier de Gaulle’s austerity pro- 
gram for France is bold and daring. But, 


as he says, without these sacrifices France - 


would remain “a country in tow, swing- 
ing perpetually between drama and medi- 
ocrity.”’ 

Only De Gaulle could hope to push 
this program through. And even then he 
is bound to run into considerable opposi- 
tion in the months ahead. France’s ex- 
treme welfare state has been long in the 
building. To return the country to a 
competitive economy, one which can com- 
pete also with her European neighbors in 
a common market, will be a painful task. 


Cutting down the subsidies which 
have kept production costs high and 
discouraged competition, along with 
devaluation of the franc, will help 
French industry and business to com- 
pete on a more even basis with the effi- 
cient economy of West Germany. It also 
will open up new export markets. 

Since long before World War II 
the French nation has been on a binge of 
looking to government to solve all its 
ills. Subsidization of manufacturers to 
keep consumer prices low while.destroy- 
ing competition, pensions and hand- 
outs to everyone, tax dodging and a host 
of other evils were bound sooner or later 
to force the decision which had to be 
made last June. 


De Gaulle may be called the instru- 
ment which averted complete chaos. He 
offers a program based on “truth and 
severity” which will unquestionably en- 
tail severe trials. It cannot be done unless 
the French themselves cooperate. If he 
can carry it through, France should be 
able to. take her place with West Germany 
in economic progress and win back her 
position of “greatness.” The West is hope- 
ful he will succeed.

Beyond the frontier of virus research

There re- 
mains. the task of educating Americans 
to use the Salk vaccine, of making even 
better vaccine, of caring for 150,000 vic- 
tims for whom the Salk preventive came 
too late.

The price gouging, hurt feelings and misunderstandings arising 
from right-of-way condemnations for the federal interstate. highw ay 
can be traced directly to the procedure being used. Sometimes in- 


dividuals can be blamed. 

But, we do not believe Georgia 
landowners are any more dishon- 
est or unreasonable than those of 
neighboring states where the 
same difficulties have not been 
experienced. 

Highway officials and taxpayers 
have every right to be incensed at 


the inflated prices being paid for 


right-of-way land. Whether the 
intefstale, program through Geor- 
gia is jeopardized or not, there is 
no excuse for landowners being 
unjustly enriched for land even 
they admit is badly overpriced. 

A case has been cited in the 
press involving land owned in Tift 
County by Dr. W. F. Zimmerman, 
a retired Tifton physician.

Dr. Zimmer- 
man tried to settle with the state 
for $3,500. When he was turned 
down, he went to court and a 
board of assessors set a figure of 
$6,008.50.

Zimmerman \upped his demands 
and, athe jury trial, was award- 
ed $20, for the same land he

The Soviet Union 


WASHINGTON — Arrangements are nearly 
complete to enable a group of as many as nine 
from Hawaii to New 


American state governors, 


Jersey, to visit the Soviet Union this June. This trip is to be made 
possible by a grant to the Governors’ Conference by one of the big 


foundations, 
favorable consideration by 


either Rockefeller or 


Ford. The invitation reveived 


the Executive Committee of the Gov- 


ernors’ Conference at its recent meeting in Chicago and is due to be 


accepted on Feb. 23. 

This will be the first time that 
an official body of United States 
governors has ever gone to the 
Soviet Union. 

In order to put the selection 
of the governors on a wholly im- 
personal and nonpolitical basis, 
the invitation to make the trip 
is going to the members of the 
Executive Committee. They are 
as follows: 

Leroy Collins, of Florida; 
George Clyde, Utah; James Cole- 
man, Mississippi; Steve L. R. 
McNichols, Colorade; Robert B. 
Meyner, New Jersey; William 
Quinn, Hawaii; William G. Strat- 
ton, Illinois; Cecil Underwood, 
West Virginia; and Victor An- 
derson, Nebraska. 

The governors did not them- 
selves take the initiative to 
bring about the forthcoming trip 
behind the Iron Curtain. The 
original idea came from John 
Ivey, executive vice president of 
New York University who, when 
he was executive director of the 
Southern Regional Educational 
Board, worked closely with a 
number of the governors. 

When the proposal reached the 
Executive Committee of the Gov-

ernors’ Conference, the feeling 
was that an official visit to the 
Soviet Union by a group of the 
states’ chief executives would 
serve several purposes.

Councilman Orville Parker ex- 
pressed the belief that the com- 
munications department could be 
operated on funds already allotted 
to the other departments for their 
communications needs. 


Signal Supt. Jerry Moore, a city 
fireman, explained that one city 
has installed fire alarm boxes 
with an enclosed police call phone 
system with city funds matched 
by federal funds because of civil 
defense tie-ins. 


Similarly, by using the traffic 
lighting system as a CD emer- 
gency warning device, it would 
be possible to gain federal aid in 
modernizing the city's traffic sig- 
nal plan. 


Improvement .of the civil de- 
fense setup in the city requires 
that the city finance the improve- 
ment of warning devices as well 
~as the integration of communica- 
tions equipment. 


Moore pointed out that the de- 
fense warning system in the city 
now consists of a single siren 


which has a range of only a few) 


blocks. In the event of an emer- 
gency in the night the only warn- 
ing device would be “Conalrad” 
radio warning network which 
would not help those already 
asleep. 


“SYSTEM NEEDED” 


Present civil defense plans call 
for moving 300,000 people from 
south Atlanta and East Point over 
the city’s evacuation routes. In 
the less than two-hour period 
which such a warning will allow 
it will be impossible to move the 
traffic without an independent, 
strategically located communica- 
tiong system, Moore explained. 


The police call boxes, placed 


along the evacuation route, will 
be operable at all times, with a 
centrally located control cen- 
ter which will make it possible to 
communicate immediately with 
CD wardens along the routes. This 
will help in spotting -bottlenecks 
and slow-ups along the routes. 


As “the first warning is re- 
ceived, according to the proposed 
plan, a flick of a switch will turn 
all traffic lights red with a blink- 

‘ing amber light and activate the 
civil warning sirens. Hospitals 
and schools located on the police 
call phones will immediately be 
tied together for instructions on 
the conference circuit and will 
evacuated first. Then the 40 
vehicles from south Atlan ill 
begin to move through.

It was 
named for Gen. ‘Daniel Morgan, a Revolutionary War leader. 
Madison, the county seat, was named for James Madison, fourth 
President of the United States. 


In 1845, White’s “Statistics of Georgia” termed Madison *‘the 
wealthiest and most aristocratic village on the stagecoach route 
between Charieston and New Orleans.” Union Gen. Sherman's 
troops destroyed much property in the county in the fall of 1864 
as they moved to Savannah and the sea. 

A Morgan County planter, Launcelot John- 
son, originated the process of manufacturing cot- 
tonseed oil when he invented, and patented 
around 1830, the first cottonseed huller. His crude 
invention was the forerunner of the great cotton- 
seed oil industry. 

Morgan County has 11,500 residents (1957 esti- 
mate), ranking 83rd in population (1950 census). 

Madison had 2,489 residents (1950 census). Oth- 

er towns are Ruthledge, Apalachee, Pennington, 

Godfrey, Brownwood, Buckhead, Swords and Fairplay. Hard Labor 
Creek, with facilities for camping, swimming, picnicking, fishing, 
hiking and dining, is located in Morgan and Walton counties. 


Morgan County covers 356 square miles, ranking 75th in size, 
There were 1,104 farms, averaging 168 acres, in the county in 1955. 
About 46 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 23 
per cent in harvested croplands. In 1954, Morgan was first in the 
state in number of dairy cows and whole milk sales, ninth in cattle 
sold and eighth in cotton production.

Of $108 Million for the Year 


Building construction in Atlanta for 1958 totaled $108,144,683— 
largest of any year in the city’s history, and a 20 per cent in- 
crease over the previous all-time high of $87,548,690 in 1954. 


As expected, the 1958 totals topped $100 million, which Build- 
ing Inspector William R. Wofford had predicted. 

Permits totaling $9,800,000 were issued for construction of a 
jet-age terminal building at Atlanta Airport, to shove the total 
value over the $100 million mark. 


Home construction was valued at $25 million for the 2,151 
structures authorized in 1958, compared to some $15 million for 
the 1.117 for 1957. Church and school facilities also pushed the 
$958 totals upward.
